Copies 
of the resolution are to be sent 
to all representatives and sena- 
tors, the secretary of the depart- 
ment of agriculture and the chief 
of the State biological survey.

The 
changes proposed follow : 

To amend the law which per- 
mits the killing of doves from 
August 1st to January 1st, pro- 
viding for a bag limit of fifteen 
birds per day ; prohibit the kill- 
ing of wild turkeys, pheassnts 
and imported game birds and 
deer for five years. Amend the 
squirrel law to permit killing of 
squirrels from June 15th to Jan- 
uary lit; repeal the law provid- 
ing for their protection from 
S -ptember 15th to November 15. 

the quail season fifteen 
days, providing for a bag of fif- 
teen birds per day. Prohibiting 
the takiug of fish from any of the 
public waters of the State except 
with a hook and Hue or trot line. 
Prohibit the taking of any black 
bass, pike, perch or channel cat 
under eight inches in length; 
prohibit the sale of any fidi in 
the S ate under the size limit. 

Another resolution was adopt- 
ed to the effect that Kentucky 
will ask for representation la the 
advisory board should the feder- 
al migratory bird law be declared 
constitutional. 

A report of the activities dur- 
ing the last year and outlines of 
a meeting of Kentuckians in 
Louisville in December showed 
that 810,000 of the commissions 
fund was appropriated for the 
purchase of game birds for dis- 
tribution thruout tho State. The 
car owned by tbe commission de- 
livered twenty-five loads of fish 
to various points in the State.

To the State Committeemen 
already appointed will be added 
from time to time committeemen 
from every electoral diatriot in Ken- 
tucky, who will be appointed by 
Gov. McCreary after consultation 
ith tbe local oommittee. 
In a letter to Gen. Horaoe Porter* 
Honorary President of the Navy 
League, Gov. McCreary places him- 
self squarely on reoord In behalf of 
the immediate construction of ade- 
quate national defenses and declares 
tbat in the present perilous times 
public Interest oannot be awakened 
much In tbe development and 
efflolenoy of the Army and Navy. 
McCreary's letter is as 

lows: 

"I heartily endorse tbe efforts 1 
being made by President Wood row 
Wilson In oalllnic on tbe Secretary 
of War and tbe Secretary of the 
Navy for tbe conditions of the 
United States Army aud the Uuised 
States Navy.

Ignorance of the Law Is no excuse 

and disregard of the Law Is a inm 
When l.ans are so obnoxious as tc 
afford excuses for non compliance th<\\ 
should be cringed, and the people 
have this right. "If your rlffnt hand 
offend you. cut It off," was no Idle In 
Junction, but means the offense should 
be removed rather than the mutlla 
Uon of the member. 

Our Tax Laws are distasteful and 
detrimental, but the remedy should be 
to amend them Instead of allowing 
them ta undermine the morals of the 
people by openly disregarding them. 

The successful evasion of one Law 
may encourage the violation of others 
and In time breed a contempt for all 
Laws. 

While every cltlsen owes obedience 
to the Laws, the Laws should be made 
fair and equal to every cltlsen. 

The Tax Laws are neither fair not 
equal and are productive of deceit and 
dishonor and If for no other 
than this should be changed. 



UNIFORM TAXATION. 

Property differs so greatly in ehar 
•eter and earning power It has always 
been Impossible to tax the various 
kinds uniformly. Every attempt ta 
tax movable property the saae aa Im- 
movable property haa failed aad wilt 
always fall. "Two wrongs do aot 
a right." ant 
It Impossible to 
ersklp of movable property and 
take to square things by lowering the 
assessment of Immovable property, 
there Is ao right or Justice la It aad 
everybody aufers In mind aad matter. 
The more stringent tha Law to un- 
aover movable property the faster It 
moves and hides, and this faat Is so 
well established the assessors In most 
counties let movable property go by 
default. So-called Uniform taxation 
Is a delusion and a snare. It may 
suffice to fool the Ignorant, but the 
knowing ones Just laugh at It This 
Is rough on the poor man whose all 
Is In sight aad Immovable, and Is also 
tough on the rich man who defies the 
law and hides his wealth from the 
assessor, for he knows he Is doubly 
guilty la saving himself at the ex- 
of his less fortuaate neighbor.

EQUITABLE TAXATION. 

The differences iu property call for 
differences In taxation Just as "one 
star differs from another." and yet all 
the stars and all tha property serve 
their purposes. The man who puts 
his money In Securities Issued on 
property already taxed and paying 
more taxes because of the Improve 
ments Justified by the man's money, 
is Just as useful a cltlsen as the man 
who puts his money in lands and 
houses; but when the first man ob- 
jects to giving up the greater part of 
the earnings on his securities, issued 
en property already taxed, he Is 
looked upon as a tax dodger, and the 
man with the houses and lands who 
cannot so readily escape denounces a 
tax system which seems so unfair. Ask 
this man to surrender a half to three 
fourths of the Income from his houses 
and lands and there would be another 
tale. The revenue of the first man 
Is limited, while that of the other Is 
unlimited, and yet there are people 
who cannot see the distinction. Equit 
able taxation Is based on the earning 
power of all property. In Just propor- 
tion, and If any partiality is shown it 
should be in favor of the man who 
risks his money to Improve houses and 
lands owned by others, which may 
depreciate, but cannot fly away. 



TAX AMENDMENT. 

The Tax Amendment was carried 
by thirty thousand majority two years 
ago, but because the SecreUry ol 
State failed to advertise It ninety in 
stead of sixty days before the elec 
tion. as the Constitution requires. It 
must be voted on again at the Novem 
ber Election. The welfare of the 
State demands the re adoption of this 
Important measure and every fair 
citizen should rote for It
